Youngsters’ 
Junk Drive 
Big Success 


Scrap Brought In 
In Little Bunches 
Makes Huge Pile 


Piece by piece, in little 15- 
pound driblets, the school chil­ 
dren of Palm Springs in three 
weeks added almost six tons of 
scrap metal to the pile back of 
the fire station, it was revealed 
by Bill Leonesio, fire chief, as 
the third and final week in the 
local drive came to an end. 
Hundreds of youngsters took 
part in the drive, earning theater 
tickets for every 15 pounds of 
metal added to the city's scrap 
pile. 
CHILDREN ARE BUSY 
According to a report of Earl 
Strebe, operator of the Palm 
Springs theater where Junk ral­ 
lies were staged three Mondays 
this month, tickets given out, in­ 
dicate that 8,490 pounds of scrap 
were actually turned over for 
tickets. 
Additional small contributions, 
brought to the fire hall, swelled 
this figure to higher proportions. 
Today there were almost 60 
tons 6f metal piled behind the 
fire station. But the drive is not 
at an end yet. Firemen will con­ 
tinue to bring in the scrap in 
Sunday tours of the village and 
vicinity. Of the seven ancient 
automobiles which the firemen 
believe they can obtain for the 
scrap pile, only one has been 
bronught in to date. 
The others will be added to 
the junk pile when means of 
hauling them in can be found. 
TIN DRIVE IS ON 
In the meantime, Dr. J. R. Ma­ 
cartney, chairman of the local 
Salvage Committee 
announced 
that a concerted drive to save 
tin cans would be started with 
the building of one of 17 detin- 
ning plants, planned for the na­ 
tion, in Los Angeles. He urged 
Palm Springs housewives to save 
all of their tin cans. 
“If possible, cut out the tops 
and bottoms and then step on the 
cans to flatten them. Rusty or 
burnt cans are good, too. When 
a community has collected 3000 
cubic feet of cans or more, a truck 
and trailer load, the company will 
come and get them. A huge port­ 
able magnet will do the loading. 
The collections will start about 
January 1, 1943, so Palm Springs 
should start saving now.” said 
Dr. Macartney. 
THINK OF THE BOYS 
“Think of the soldier boys ev- 
erytime you open a can. Let us 
all in Palm Springs have a moun­ 
tain of flattened cans ready for 
the collection.” 
Dr. Macartney also received word 
that the government had, as 
of October 12, frozen all silk hose 
in the hands of rag dealers. 
He urged women to save their 
ruined silk hosiery, saving them 
for the collection that will be 
announced soon. The silk is used 
to make powder bags for the big 
guns.

Reorganization of the Palm 
Springs defense council was af­ 
fected this morning at a special 
meeting called at the city coun­ 
cil chambers by Mayor Frank V. 
Shannon, head of the defense 
group. 
The meeting was called to ord­ 
er at 10 o'clock.

Pilots’ Rendezvous Over 
Palm Springs Sends 12 
Persons to Their Death 


Series of Investigations Into Fatal Air 


Crash Here Discloses Cause of Tragedy; 


Army Lieutenant Held in Manslaughter Case 


A rendezvous in fhe air over San Gorgonio Pass for Iwo 
aviators proved to be a rendezvous with death for one of the par­ 
ticipants and for eleven other persons. 
That was the announcement made at a congressional commit­ 
tee hearing which Wednesday wound up a series of inquiries into 
the death of twelve persons on a mountain side within view of 
down-town Palm Springs. 


George Foldesy, 
Prominent Village 
Hotel Man, (ailed 
Palm Springs was saddened 
this week when death took 
George Foldesy, owner of the 
Palm Springs hotel and widely 
known here and universally lik­ 
ed and respected by village citiz­ 
ens.Mr. Foldesy had been in ill 
health for some time. His death 
followed by but a few days de­ 
parture of his son, Bela, for ser­ 
vice in the United States air 
corps. 
Funeral services were held to­ 
day at Oakland at the Grant Mil­ 
ler chapel. 
CHILDREN AT RITES 
His son, Bela, who reported for 
duty only last Monday at Hamil­ 
ton field, was in the north for 
the rites and two daughters, Miss 
Irene and Miss Margaret depart­ 
ed Wednesday night for the 
northern city where they were 
met by another daughter, Mrs. L. 
H. Mueller of Ross, California. 
Mr. Foldesy came to Palm 
Springs from Oakland where he 
was a prominent farrier 23 years 
ago primarily for the benefit of 
his wife’s health. She preceded 
him in death a few years ago. 
PURCHASE HOTEL 
Shortly after his arrival here 
here he purchased the hotel 
which is now the Palm Springs 
hotel, adding many improvements 
until it became one of the bet-

The collision over San Gorgonh 
Pass between an army plane and 
an American Airliner which pre­ 
ceded the fatal crash was the re­ 
sult of an agreement between two 
pilots to exchange greetings in 
the air here, Congressman Jack 
Nichols of Oklahoma told con­ 
gressmen called to conduct a quiz 
into the tragedy. 
APPROVED BY ARMY 
His statement was made with the 
approval of an army investigating 
board which announced that 
Lieut. W. N. Wilson, of Los An­ 
geles, pilot of the bomber, would 
be held for court martial on man­ 
slaughter charges. 
The statement issued by the 
congressman said 
that Lieut. 
Wilson of an army plane and Co­ 
Pilot L. F. Reppert of the Air­ 
liner, a resident of Dallas, Texas, 
had met at a Long Beach cafe 
the night before the crash and 
had agreed to exchange salutes 
over Palm Springs the following 
day. 
TELLS OF PACT 
The agreement was, the con­ 
gressman said, for Lieut. Wilson 
to leave the Ferrying Command 
base at Long Beach late on Fri­ 
day and meet the Airliner here. 
Representative Nichols said the 
officer delayed his flight so he 
wouldn't reach the rendezvous too 
early and flew around to kill 
time. In the vicinity of the pass, 
said Nichols, Lieut. Wilson met 
the airliner and wig-wagged his 
wings, the agreed signal, as he 
passed it. Then he passed in 
front of it in a wide circle, com­ 
ing back a second time, overhaul­ 
ing the slower transport in a 
short time and drawing up to it. 
When he saw he was too close 
to it, said the congressman, Lieut. 
Wilson made a violent effort to 
avoid the collision but his pro­ 
peller struck the tail of the trans­ 
port, crippling it. 
FACTS ADMITTED 
Congressman Nichols said the 
army flyer had admitted these 
fact to an army investigation 
board and 
congratulated 
the 
board for its fair and open probe 
of the tragedy. 
The congressman said he made 
his announcement with the ap­ 
proval of Col. Joseph Peyton and 
Col. Samuel R. Harris of the Air 
Corps who conducted the investi­ 
gation under orders from Lieut.- 
Gen. H. H. Arnold. 
The army quiz closed a scries 
of hearings into the crash which 
started here Tuesday with an in­ 
quest conducted by Coroner Ben 
White. At that time, however, 
Lieut. Wilson and his co-pilot, 
Staff Sgt. R. R. Leicht testified 
that they were not aware of the 
presence of the airliner until it 
was too late to avoid the cresh. 
Lieut. Wilson, however, admit-

Distinguished Guest 


Describes Europe 


At Start of War 


Guest of The Desert Inn, who 
were fortunate enough to be pres­ 
ent, were more than interested 
when 
Gladys 
Crocker-Ashe, a 
fellow guest, told of her exper­ 
iences in Europe at the time war 
was declared. 
Mrs. Crocker-Ashe is a native 
daughter, belonging to one of the 
early California pioneer families. 
She was born in the old Crocker 
Mansion in Sacramento (now the 
Crocker Art Gallery). Spending 
her childhood in California, she 
moved to Europe with her family 
while she was still in her early 
“teens." She went to school and 
later married and lived in France. 
Her Chateau de Beaudiment at 
Beaumont, France, (on the main 
road between Tours and Portiers) 
has been one of the show places 
in that part of the country. At 
te beginning of the war in Sep­ 
tember 1939 she gave one wing 
of the Chateau (about twenty-five 
rooms) to the refugee children of 
Alsace, Lorraine. 
UNDER NAZI FIRE 
When the staff of the British 
Embassy fled from Brussels in 
May of the next year, she took 
them all into her home. She felt 
that might have been the reason 
her chateau was bombed for three 
days and nights. However, the 
British had left before the bomb­ 
ing. The next day a German regi­ 
ment marched in and politely 
but firmly took over her place. 
Mrs. Crocker-Ashe said she re­ 
mained in her sleeping quarters 
for the next two months, as four­ 
teen officers and thirty-six men 
occupied the chateau, while the 
remainder of the regiment camp­ 
ed in the little Village of Beau­ 
mont. until they received orders 
and moved on the last day of 
August. She closed her house at 
once and, after placing Ameri­ 
can protection signs on the gates, 
left for Paris to make arrange­ 
ments for her return to Ameri­ 
ca. She sailed for Lisbon the last 
of November. Through all of this 
her constant companion was her 
Cocker Spaniel, "Storm." 
WILL RETURN HERE 
^ 
When Mrs. Crocker-Ashe arriv­ 
ed in this country she bought a 
car and 
a trailer 
and, 
with 
"Storm" and the few possessions 
she was able to get out of France, 
she has toured over the United 
States trying to find a place she 
would like to call "home.” She 
is thankful that even though she 
has lived in Europe most of her 
life she has always insisted upon 
keeping her American citizenship. 
After attending to some busi­ 
ness matters. Mrs. Crocker-Ashe 
and "Storm" are coming back to 
The Desert Inn for another visit.

Thousands of Dollars Worth of Scrap 


Wasted in Nation, Says Walter lllick 


John R. Macartney, chairman 
of the local salvage committee, 
this week received a timely let­ 
ter on the scrap situation from 
Walter lllick, member of the local 
committee who is now touring 
the east. 
"I believe the letter should be 
read by every one 
in 
Palm 
Springs.” said Dr. Macartney. “It 
contains some startling facts and 
will provide food for thought. 


HUGE SUMS WASTED 


The letter, sent from Vandalia, 
Ohio, by Mr. lllick, follows: 
Dear Dr Macartney: 
You will recall some of our 
talks about salvage and reclaim­ 
ing metals. This nation, strange 
as it sounds, can well be thank­ 
ful for being wasteful, at least 
when it applies to metalics. 
Have you given thought to this, 
after the drive for scrap is over 
where do we go for more? Well, 
we can just thank the Good Lord 
that we have storage in the na­ 
tion’s city dumps and foundry 
and manufacturing dumps, for as 
sure as we are in this War these 
will have to be sources of scrap 
iron, from now on, for there is 
no more scrap. 
I 
have 
sampled 
dozens 
of 
dumps and have talked hours 
with men who know the iron 
business from A to Z. Here are 
a few facts and figures: 


$50.000 DUMPED 


Ten thousand tons of foundry 
scrap recently hauled away to 
fill on church property, to stop 
normal flood water. This ton­ 
nage contains 300 pounds of good 
old FE or cast iron in each ton 
of material. The iron scrap is in 
pieces from 2 to 6 pounds down 
to the size of bird shot, or in 
dollars and cents around thirty 
thousand dollars, thrown away. 
A Mr. Berry here who has owned 
and 
operated 
a small foundry- 
for 51 years, for no reason at all 
kept a record of the 
tons 
of 
moulding sand and general loss, 
and for the first time in 51 years, 
thirty 
minutes 
of 
figuring 
brought out the startling fact that 
he had sent to the dumps enough 
reclaimable m aterial that could 
be sold today for nearly $50,000. 


Now think, if you can see a 
foundry dump covering 35 acres, 
average 15 feet depth and averag­ 
ing for the entire acreage 20 
per cent iron, 400 pounds per 
ton. 
Any kind of tin, as they call 
it here, meaning rusty sheet m et­ 
als, tin cans, 
etc., 
are 
worth 
around $8.50 per ton as is, not 
pressed. 


SERIOUS SITUATION 


I am writing this letter with 
the thought of attem pting to ex­ 
plain to you. Bill Leonesio, Bob 
Hayes and all the young people 
in Palm Springs, how serious this 
metal problem actually is. If you 
all could go through one of the 
big steel plants following the iron 
ore and scrap until ready for use 
as I have, you would be horrified 
at the amount of scrap this na­ 
tion consumes every day in these 
blast furnaces. At least 40 per 
cent scrap must go in with the 
iron ore. 


I happened to be at the Armco 
blast furnaces in Hamilton just 
after a forced shut down of 4 
hours. The superintendent asked 
me if I realized what a four hour 
loss of time means today. His 
most serious answer was simply 
"Mr. lllick, that four hours we 
can never get back”. 
Don’t relax your efforts for a 
moment. If you think you have 
collected all the scrap in and 
around Palm Springs, see if you 
can find a key or combination to 
the 
Aqueduct 
dumps. 
The 
amount of iron and copper alone 
in those dumps up Banning way, 
I think will stagger even your 
imagination. The time is not far 
off when cost of reclaiming a 
ton of scrap will not be consid­ 
ered, it will have to be salvaged 
at any price.

Patriotism at a Profit 


Repeal of the state personal income tax, which 
requires a “Yes” vote on Proposition No. 4, offers 
an opportunity to the voters of California to per­ 
form a patriotic service and, at the same time, save 
themselves some money. 
The state has a huge surplus of $46,000,000 as 
of October 15, according to State Controller Harry 
B. Riley. This is an increase of more than $4,000,­ 
000 since his report of only a month before. 
The treasury at Washington, by contrast, is 
desperately seeking new revenue sources with 
which to win the war. 
At this writing Congress appears prepared to 
pass on to the American people the largest tax bill 
in the history of this or any other nation, designed 
to raise nine billion, six hundred million dollars. 
The measure includes a five percent “victory tax” 
on all workers earning 
$12.00 
a week or over 
These vast taxes are absolutely necessary to vic­ 
tory. 
It is not enough for Congress to enact a tax 
bill; the taxes it prescribes must be paid. People 
must be relieved of any unnecessary burden if 
they are to pay these taxes, meet the rising costs 
of living, buy War Bonds and Stamps and support 
the many worthy institutions that are bringing re­ 
lief to the distressed masses in this warring world. 
In the light of all these circumstances, it would 
seem wise to vote “Yes” on Proposition 4 on No­ 
vember 3 and repeal the state personal income 
tax, which is only piling up a huge and useless sur­ 
plus at Sacramento.

N. E. West, congressional candidate, has issued 
an 11th hour circular in which he attacks Senator 
John Phillips’ record as a legislator. If all of Mr. 
West’s statements are as accurate as this one rel­ 
ative to the Mt. San Jacinto tramway bill, little 
credence should be given any of the circular, from 
which we quote: 


"THE PH ILLIPS M ASTERPIECE" 
“Senate Bill 1052—By Sen. John Phillips. 
This bill, 24 
pages long, could only have been w ritte n by a legislator 
schooled in the service of special privilege. 
T his act, p ro ­ 
viding for the Palm Springs W inter P a rk A uthority, vested 
in the Palm Beach (We assum e Mr. W est means Palm Springs) 
city council such sweeping and unrestrained pow ers of em i­ 
nent dom ain that any part or th e w hole of R iverside county 
could have been condemned in court a n d taken over by the 
quasi-private authority.” 
The facts are: The bill vested no authority in 
the Palm Springs city council other than the ap­ 
pointment of two members of the five-man park 
hoard: the Governor of California was to appoint 
two and the county board of supervisors, one. The 
bill passed both houses of the State Legislature, 
the Senate unanimously, and in the Assembly onl> 
five voted against it. Governor Olson stated in a 
letter to Senator Phillips that he vetoed the bill be­ 
cause it did not give him the authority to appoint 
all five members of the board, which was just what 
the State Legislature wanted to prevent. 
This newspaper received a letter this morning 
from Attorney Henry Lockwood, Palm Springs 
Democrat, who resents West’s implications. 
Mr. 
Lockwood states: 
“That bill gave no power of eminent domain to 
the city council of Palm Springs, as alleged in the 
leaflet.' The Authority created by the bill was giv 
en the power of eminent domain over private prop­ 
erty necessary for the purposes of the bill. The use 
of Mt. San Jacinto could only be obtained by con­ 
tractual relation with the State Park Commission 
as is the case with all property under their juris­ 
diction. 
“Five votes in the Assembly were the only votes 
cast against the bill by a Legislature fully aware 
of the effect of the bill and of their duty to the peo­ 
ple of the State.” 
In New 
Hampshire, the Governor thought 
enough of a similar project to make it a part of his 
campaign platform. 
The Palm Springs tramway 
idea, which had the approval of the County Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, and of the County Board of Su­ 
pervisors (which would have appointed one of the 
directors) as well as of all local organizations in 
(the Pass area, would have brought money, tourists 
and publicity to all of Southern California. Instead 
o f opposing the project Governor Olson and his 
mouthpiece, Mr. West, should have energetically 
supported it.

Chief Keel-Yan-Ni-Yen, native of Alaska and descendant of 
a long line of A laskan Indian chiefs, is in Palm Springs for the 
w inter season, arriving here last w eek end. The chief, who reads 
Totem poles as we read new spapers, is better known as Samuel 
W illiam Jackson. 


He was baptized by a Presby­ 
terian missionary in Alaska and 
given that name. 


KNOW S THIS JACKSON 


“I don’t know where the Sam­ 
uel William came from but the 
Jackson was probably from the 
school 
I 
attended 
which was 
founded by Dr. Sheldon Jackson, 
a famous missionary. 
Through his ability to read To­ 
tem poles, Jackson has added 
much to the knowledge of Alas­ 
kan history. He said the carv­ 
ings show that centuries ago the 
forefathers of his tribe lived in 
New York state but grew tired 
of the many Indian wars thera. 
So they 
started 
a 
migration 
across the continent and north to 
seek a happier land. 


DIFFERENT VERSION 


Totem pales also give a differ­ 
ent version of the acquisition of 
Alaska by the United States than 
that found in history books. 
According to the wooden carv­ 
ings. a Russian garrison insult­ 
ed the daughter of a chieftain 
and in the war that followed, the 
Indians made it so uncomfortable 
for the Russians that they got 
out. Then the Americans came 
and were warmly welcomed. The 
stories differ from those on file 
at 
Washington and Leningrad, 
but the Indians stick with their 
version. 
Jackson is a noted wood-carver 
and also has gained a reputation 
as a painter.

The expense is m et by a small fee paid by the 
applicant. Those passing the exam ination v e qualified 
to seek a license from the State for the right to care for 
the sick and injured.

In Village Higher 


By Quarter Million 


Property values in Palm Springs 
increased almost one quarter of 
a million dollars in 1942, accord­ 
ing to preliminary figures releas­ 
ed 
this week 
by DeWitt 
W. 
Krueger, chief of the division of 
research and statistics of the state 
board of equalization at Sacra­ 
mento. 


Despite w ithdraw al of v alu ­ 
able property due to acquisition 
by the arm y, assessed v alu a­ 
tion of Palm Springs property 
this year is $7,473,030 com par­ 
ed w ith $7,257,720 last year. 


The figures put Palm Springs 
second among Riverside county's 
11 incorporated cities, only the 
county seat topping this city in 
total valuation. Corona was third 
and Banning fourth. 
State board of equalization of­ 
ficials said the figures should be 
good news to taxpayers within 
the city limits, pointing out that 
the gains represented new values 
in the community, broader tax 
bases and, hence, a tendency to 
lighter tax rates. 
A ll of the county’s incorporated 
cities showed gains in assessed 
valuations, marking the second 
straight year of such gains.

Started from a mine blast, on 
Wednesday, Oct. 21, the blaze 
swept upwards and downwards 
from a ridge between Murray and 
i Andreas canoyns and also raced 
up toward pine-clad slopes and 
down toward» the mesa. 
Believed under control early 
last Tuesday morning after burn­ 
ing for five days, leaped a back 
fire and roared southwestward, a 
new threat to the forests. It was 
only when rain fell Wednesday 
that the blaze was controlled. 
United 
States forest 
service 
crews established a base on the 
high ridges and 
fought 
down­ 
wards while state crews fought 
from the canyons upwards. 


IN DIFFICULT AREA 


Some of the terrain was so dif­ 
ficult it took crews eight hours 
to reach the fire line. 
Most of the fire-swept territory 
was in the Agua Caliente Indian 
reservation. More than 5000 acres 
were swept by the blaze. 
The federal crews were under 
direction of DeWitt Nelson, su­ 
pervisor of the San Bernardino 
National forest while Nelander 
was in charge of the state crews. 
While the rainfall in the moun­ 
tains was heavy, only .02 of an 
inch was measured here
